— President Johnson, responding to 2 congressional call 
for sales of U.S. supersonic jets to Israel, told Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
yesterday to start negotiations with the Israeli Government. 


Both Democratic presidential nominee 
Hubert Humphrey and Republican candidate 
Richard Nixon have advocated providing 
Supersonic warplanes to Israel.

defence. 


Although no official interpretation was 


forthcoming at the White House, it ap- 
peared that the President was proposing 
exploratory negotiations with Israel for 
the sale of Phantoms, but that ‘any final

President Johnson conferred with Is- 
rael's Prime Minister Eshkol at his Texas 
ranch last January and pledged te keep 
Israel's security position and aircraft re- 
quirements in mind.

Several sundred local residents were 
rounded up after the explosion during a 
largescale search by security forces, who 
were immediately zeinforced also at the 
entrance of the Tomb of the Patriarcbs. 

The detained persons were first colu 
jected in a floodlit open area near the 
explosion site, and later transferred in 
security trucks to the Military Govern- 
ment headquarters for questioning and 
identification. 

A senior security officer said there nad 
been extensive detentions In the area near 
the holy site, and that the “main suspects 
nre believed to |: among those feld.” 


TENSE <TMOSPHERE 

The security operation was carried out 
by army units, and oy border and civil 
Police. The atmosphere was tense in 
the city, and shopkeepers closed their 
businesses and bus services stopped. Most 
People stayed indoors.

Prague leaders declare 


PRAGUE (Reuter). — Czechosiovak Communist leaders have stated they will 
not allow the conntry to return to conditions which existed before last January's 
reforms, and denied that there were any plans to change the party leadership. 
But they resolved to strengthen further the management of press media in 


clear-cut socialist spirit.” 

This was stated in a communique issued 
by the Party’s ruling 2i-man Presidium 
on Tuesday night after a meeting on last 
week's Moscow summit talks at which 
the Soviet Union demanded further re- 
strictions in Czechoslovakia’s liberal re- 
forin programme.

Mulele voluntarily returned from exile 
in neighbouring Congo-Brazzaville on 
September 29 under the impression he 
would benefit from an amnesty announ- 
ced in August. 

A communique read over Kinshasa ra- 
dio said a joint meeting of the Govern- 
Ment and Political Bureau of the ruling 
UPR, party had been informed of the 
execution by President Mobutu. 

According to the communique, the de- 
cision to execute Mulele was taken be- 
cause & commando of Mulelist rebels had 
been formed in Brazzaville in order to 
invade Congo-Kinshasa. The commando 
was discovered and disbanded on Sep- 
tember 30, the day after the return of 
Mulele to Kinshasa, according to the com- 
munique. 

President Mobutu disclosed that - the 
Congo-Brazzaville Commander, Marien 
Ngouabt, had sent two missions and made 
two telephone calls seeking Mulete’s free- 
dom, the communique said. The answer

ROME’S 


ROME (Nana). — 

PE Paul's thunderbolt edict against 

artificial birth control has left the 

Pope and his worldwide fleck with two 
burning questions: 

Φ How can millions of dedicated Ca- 

thelies continue to use the pill with- 
out a sense of guilt or sin? 

© What is Paul going to do to those 

bishops and priests who refuse to 
honour his directive in the classroom, 
pulpit and confessional? 

These are real and urgent questions, 
pressing alike upon believing men and 
women, their pastors and, finally, upon 
that lonely and anguished bishop in Rome 
-- Pope Paul VL The first has several 
possible solutions, including one which 
has been lIlttle publicized. In order 
to grasp it, one must note well what 
Pope Paul said — or did not say --- in 
i 7,000-word encyclicsl, “On Human 

δ." 

Taking the points in order: 

1— The Pope approved birth control 
by the so-called natural method, or 
rhythm system of abstsining when the 
woman is fertile — theoretically four 
days in the: menstrual cycle. 

2—~ Implicitly recognizing that this is 
mot a perfect method (since every woman 
varies}, he encouraged scientists to “suc- 
ceed in providing a sufficiently secure ba- 
515 for regulation of birth founded on 
the observance of natural rhythms.” This 
search’ for regularity means that: 

3— Women have a right to be re- 
guiar, and... 

4«-- An agent or pill which helps wo- 
men to be regular, while not acting con- 
trary to the natural cycle, is acceptable 
and desirable, 

The Pope thus made clear there could 
be a “Catholic” pill which regulates the 
female cycle, thereby eliminating much 
of the risk of the rhythm system. If 
such a pill is licit, what is wrong with 
using existing pills for their professed 
purpose of regulating the menstrual 
cycle? The answer depends upon the in- 
tention of the woman taking the ovula- 
tion-prevention pill. If taken as a 
contraceptive, it is an immoral act. τὸ 
taken for any other purpose, such as re- 
gulation of the cycle, it would not be an 
intentional contraceptive act and there- 
fore not immoral. 

Returning to Paul's words, be prohi- 
bits the use of such means as the pill 
to “i the development of natural 
processes.” But if a pill is used to re- 
gulate rather than impede the natural 
cycle, it cannot, by Paul’s own reasoning, 
be considered wrong. 

For Catholics who find these distinc- 
tions unreal or niggling, another approach 
to the same end is found in Section 15 
of the encyclical: “The Church... does not 
at all consider illicit the use of those 
therapeutic means truly necessary to cure 
diseases of the organism, even if an im- 
pediment to procreation...should result 
therefrom, provided such impediment is 
not... directly willed.” 

Monsignor Ferdinando Lambruschini, Pro- 
fessor of Moral Theology at the Lateran 
University, comments on this: “Some mor- 
alists hold that the cycle 15 ἃ 
malady, and so can be treated by pro-

gesterone pills under the therapeutic clause. 
Others say it ts not a malady, and 
cannot so be treated.” 

Father Lambrusehini, a member of the 
Papsl Birth Control Commission and Va- 
tican spokesman for the encyclical when 
it was made public, buws to Pope Paul's 
ban on the pili as an antifecund agent. 
“But I belong to the first group who he- 
lieve that progesterone may he used ther- 
apeutically to regulate irregular cycles.” 
he said in an interview In Rome. Since 
nearly every wotan is irregular, this 
interpretation could universalize use of the 
pil — as regulator of the menstrual 
cycle. “A malady remains a malady.” he 
reasoned, “no matter how many have it,” 

Such loopholes were not needed hy 
others who felt the ban had no real 
basis. Natural law. used by the Pupe, 
had been updated. Nor was there justlfi- 
eation in the Bible or its interpretation 
by single men acting without the People 
of God who truly formed the Church. 
“What of the millions we have up to 
now sent to hell if these things cun be 
changed?” asked Murcelling Zalba, con- 
servative Spanish Jesuit on the papal 
Eirth Control Commission. 

“Father Zalha," replied Mrs. Patty Crow-~ 
ley, Chicago leader of the Christian Fa- 
mily Movement, “are you so sure that 
-God executed all your orders?” 

Other Catholics reject the papal bar on 
grounds that thelr consclence, not their 
Pope, has the last word. Duteh bishups 
instructed priests to say that the indivi- 
dual conscience, in considering the Pope's 
encyclical, was also determined by “mu- 
tual Jove, relations in the famlly, and 
social circumstances.” 

The bishops of Germany and Belgium 
agreed, In statements which shocked the 
Vatican, they held that a Catholic “has 
the right te fullow his conscience” 
even though it differs from the Pope's 
teaching. 

South African bishop Gerard van Nelsen 
said the ban “is discipline rather than 
doctrine and leaves the door Wide open 
for personal decisions. I think it is not 
the wish, nor the right, of Pope Paul to 
overrule the supremacy of the Christian 
conscience tO make moral decisions in 
concrete situations in life.” 

West Germany's oldest bishop, Simon 
Konrad Landersdorfer, 87, flatly contra- 
dicted the edict, saying contraceptives 
could be used by couples if “Jt was not 
out of egoism hut for serious reasons... 
nor should they feel themselves excluded 
from Holy Communion even if they use 
a method other then rhythm." 

In the U.S. Cardinal Patrick O’Boyle, 
of Washington, D.C., said theological pro- 
tests to the ban were “setting the Church 
on fire.” In Cardinal O’Boyle's own diocese 
52 priests sent him a “declaration of 
conscience” against total acceptance of 
the ban. At Villanova University of the 
Augustinian Fathers, 60 faculty members 
also dissented. So did over 650 theolo- 
gions, scholars and teachers sign a protest 
originating at the Catholic University of 
America, More formidable, the Catechet!- 
cai Forum, a key body teaching grassroot 
Catholicism in the U.S., decided the Pope's 
ban and his recent Creed for basic Ca- 
tholic belief were only an aid to con- 
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science, not ἃ pre-emption of it — mean- 
ing the whole lot was not a must for 
teachers. “We really won't change any- 
thing. "said Brother Gabric] Moran, tup 
. ecatechetica theorist, in summurizing 
tion in U.S. universities. 

Making all this even more embarrassing 
for bishops everywhere. the Pope had pre-~ 
ceded his encyclical with a secret letter 
from his Secretary of State, asking all 
bishops nnd Catholic leaders for complete 
obedience, “It is essenila],” it said, “in 
the eonfessivnal as well as by preaching, 
through the press and every other means 
of social conimunication, tiat every pas- 
tersl effort be niade so that no doubt 
remains... on the position of the Church 
in this grave question.” 

Yet doubt remained everywhere. See- 
ing it at the gunwales, four U.S, cardi- 
nals iKro), Cody. McTatyre, O'Boyic} flew 
overnight to Rome to ask the Pope how 
to handle the exploding crisis of ube- 
ence. The crackdown {olowed in Eu- 
rope and the U.S. Theologians, priests, 
teachers were warned — some removed 
from their posts. 

Cardinal O'Boyle thundered retribution: 
“The Church can do without those gentle- 
men who forget that... even the most 
expert theologian must accept the teach- 
jog authority which resides in the bishops 
and especially in the successor of Peter.” 

Another U.S. bishop. seeing trouble 
ahead and asking that his name be with- 
held, sald: “If O'Boyle makes the Pope's 
edict an article of faith, all hell wit 
break looge." 

Yet the Washington Cardinal and others 
agreeing with him saw no other course. 
Tf the papal teaching was not enforced, 
the encyclical would dissolve — and pa- 
pal authority with it, The “crisis af obe- 
dience” would become 2 "crisis of mean~ 
ing" — of the papacy itself. 

In a deeply disturbed editorial, "The Na. 
tional Catholic Reporter" noted: “Since 
the meaning of the papacy touches every- 
thing else jn the Church and the Cathu- 
Hie conception of life, it is hard to ima- 
gine a larger crisis.” 

The much-quoted U.S. weekly suggested 
calling 8 Third Vatican Council to debate 
birth control, selection of bishops, powers 
of the bishops’ synod, and collegiality. 
It concluded that the Pope “must be 
brought to see that his authority will dis- 
appear unless it is shared.” 

Amid the vast dissent, most everyone 
agreed this was Paul's essential dilemma, 
looming over all else == including birth 
control. 
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GUS-Rassco 
is turning 
the corner

MONG Israel investment companies 

GUS-Rassco Ltd. is one of the few 
engaged primarily in promoting industry. 
Its financial resources are committed to 
developing its own affllates, among whom 
non-industrial projects are of marginal 
importance, Moreover, it is bent upon 
developing industries with considerable 
export potential. 

It is against this background that one 
must consider the company’s rather 
Modest dividend record: Τ per cent in 
1965-86, no dividend in 1966-67, and 5 per 
cent In 1967-68. Having thus weathered 
the recession period — and having used 
the time for reorganizing and consolidat- 
ing the industries controlled by it — 
GUS-Ruassco is now looking towards better 
profits and further expansion. 

Significantly, the major change in the 
company's balance sheet has been in its 
short-term loans, to affiliates, reflecting 
their financial position. From 110,7m. at 
the end of March 1966, this Item rose to 
IL16.3ni. in March 1967, but dropped to 
IL13m. last March. Naturally, the com- 
Pany's liabilities have also heen affected 
by these requirements, though it was able 
to resort largely to long-term sources by 
issue of IL6m. of linked debentures two 
years ago, “Another Lim. of debentures 
are lo be issued shortly, but their pro- 
ceeds are identified mainly for new in- 
vestments concerning which negotiations 
are already uoder way. 

The profit and loss account also reflects 
the difficulties experienced by GUS- 
Rassco's affiliates, While the parent com- 
pany's income has remained almost 
Stationary at IL3m. during the past three 
years, the share of interest and manage- 
ment fees in it has steadily risen, while 
that of dividends has been halved. The 
operating profit declined last year Οὐ τ 
to the substantial rise in GUS-Rassco's 
own financing expenses. On top of it, 
write-offs and allocations to “reserve for 
diminuition in value of investments" 
amounted to IL2m. over the three years, 
as compared to an aggregate IL2.3m. of net 
(after-tax! profit earned over that period. 
Quite apart from that the net profit de~ 
clined from § per cent of the ILi4.5m. 
paid-up share capital in 1965-66 to 6 per 
ceat last year. 


Growth potential 


It would be wrong. however, to take 
the above as an indication of GUS- 
Rassco's profitability. For what matters 
15 that owing to its financial support and 
managerial control — as well, of course, 
as the general change which has taken 
place in the economic scene — several of 
GUS-Rassco's affiliates have turned from 
Josing firms to remunerative ones. while 
a number of them seem to have 2 very 
substantial growth potential. 

Thus Electra (air conditioning and 
lifts) and Telco (telephone switchboards, 
exchanges and relays) are doubifng their 
profits this year. Collaron (elactronics), 
which was heavily in the red, is steadily 
Increasing its profit margin. Caesarea 
Textlls Works has carried out its expan- 
sion programme and has got rid of the 
big stocks piled up during the shump. 
Glenoit and Toyland companies — hoth 
working mainly for exports — are hooked 
virtually to capacity and making good 
profits, 

Most of the other enterprises coucerned 
have also advanced very satisfactorily, 
and while GUS-Rassco was prudent en- 
ough to let them first improve their own 
financial position, it can be expected to 
benefit from thelr profits in the long run. 

The company would probably have in- 
Creasad its dividends already for 1967-68, 
if it were not forced to strengthen its 
Teserves owing to the unexpected dis- 
closure of a huge loss (IL7.5m.) in 
Rastrom Ltd. iprefabricated building 
units), of which it owms one quarter. This 
loss — the GUS-Report states — “sur- 
prised us, and stands in no proportion to 
the reports, and to the audited accounts 
which we have heen getting over the 
Years. We have requested ἃ comprehen- 
sive inguiry concerning the causes of 
these developments. In any case, it seems 
that years will pass hefore that company 
(ie. Rastrom) wit get rid of its losses.” 

Whether thc eventual tindings of the

Creating a model village for 5C0 Gaza 
refugee families would cost (assuming 
a modest 1L35,000 per dwelling, 110,000 
per job and 165,000 per family for 
development costs and infra-structure) 
altogether J.25,000,000. 

Israel has some experience of bulid- 
ing townships in development areas. 
Not all are successful, witness places 
like Shlomi or Maalot, which have 
been a constant drain on Israel's bud- 
get. In the present war atmosphere be- 
tween Israel and the Arab States, the 
resettled Gaza families might see their 
resettled Gaza families might be a 
good deal less than cooperative, and 
might view their prim, monotonous 
housing estate as little more than a 
refugee camp de luxe. 

For her part, Israel is desperately 
short of funds, owing to the Immense 
military burden she is forced to carry. 
Three-quarters of the country's tax 
revenue is eaten up by defence, mak- 
ing it necessary to trim all civilian 
services to the bone. Development pro- 
jects approved in the Budget for 
1968/69 have been frozen to avert in- 
Hation. Is there any sense in devoting 
a large sum like IL25m. to a scheme 
that would be good mainly for exhi- 
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Helping the refugees 
to help themselves. 


bition purposes, aince it still leaves 98 
or 99 per cent of the refugees where 
they are? 

A different kind of benefit can be 
derived hy the Arab population of the 
administered territories, both ‘refugee 
and non-refugee. Like our own inha- 
bitants, Jewish and Arab, they should 
simply be allowed to participate in Is- 
rael's boom of economic activity. Stu- 
dies recently published show that ac- 
commodation in refugee camps is often 
not inferior to the dilapidated homes 
occupied by settled Arabs in the poor- 
er quarters. The problem of the one 
million Arabs in the administered zones 
ig not just camps, it js employment. 

The most promising contribution 80 
far to a solution has been the creation, 
of a common market in all the: ter- 
ritories under Isreelf rule. Tt resembles 
the European ‘Six in their early days, 
being stilt laced with reservations and 
administrative controls; but this is an 
important first step. 

Economic links will grow with the 
pressure of evénts. The cause of: Arab 
poverty is under-employment. Israel's 
policies of high investment and full 
employment create a labour shortage 
that Arabs are ready and eager to 
fill. The best form of rehabilitation is 
good pay-packets. Arabs can sell their 
labour to Jewish employers for a high- 
er price than they ever got before. In- 
creased cmployment among the Arabs 
will pump purchasing power into their 
cities, villages and refugee camps — 
posing a challenge to Arab investors, 


trolling the inflow of Arab labour re- 
lates to a problem that affects the 
Arabs, too, They tend to take over un- 
skWled jobs, pushing the Jews out of 
mianual labour and up the social - 
ladder towards the middle class. Per- 
versely, this goes against one of the 
most important tenets in Zionism — ἃ 
complete state, with its own labour. The 
Arabs surely do not want to be pro- 
letarianized. The Jews are equally re- 
juctant te be de-proletarianized, 

-What must happen to the Arabs of 
Gaza and the West Bank is what has 
been happening over the last twenty 
years. to the Arabs of Israel, with ex- 
cellent results. The Histadrut is needed 
to prevent. the exploitation of Arab la- 
bour on the cheap, The Labour Minis- — 
try should expand its vocational courses 
in the administered areas.

GOLD: THE NEW PRICE BATTLE

[HE price of gold has fluctuated re- 

cently above $40 per ounce in the 
free markets of the world, London and 
Zurich, A steady rising trend has been 
discernible. The higher price is this time 
attributed not to speculators and hoarders, 
but to demand by the jewelry trade and 
by industrial users, 

Those “normal” buyers, woo can no 
longer ask the central banks of their 
respective countries for carefully ration- 
ed supplies at the official price of $35 
an ounce, have depleted thelr stocks, it is 
said, and are forced to buy in the free 
gold markets of the world. Their demand 
has been substantial. It ig estimated at 
half of the daily turnover in London and 
Zurich, at least, 

With South Africa very carefully sell- 
jog only a part of its production, the 
supply position of the free markets is 
rather limited, South Africa has won the 
first round in the gold price battle with 
the United States. Mr. Pierre Paul Schwe!- 
tzer, the Managing Director of the In- 
ternational Monetary Fund has agreed 
with South Africe's contention that the 
Fund must buy gold offered to it at the 
official price of 985 an ounce. South 
Africa being assured thereby of a “floor,” 
@ minimum price for its entire produc- 
tion, will very carefully sell any surplus

The United States, which hay opposed 
Mr. Schweitzer's ruling, as in their opin- 
jon, 8 floor price of $85 would create 
an “artificial support" for the free gold 
markets, is now looking out for asaia- 
tance in this fteid from. the Soviet Union. 

It may souad = paradox but the Sovier 
Union is a “comrade-in-arms” of the U.S. 
in the gold price battle. The Soviet Union, 
which is a substantial gold producer, 


not only keeps its production figures a . 


well-kept secret, it hides well avy inten- 
tion It has to sell gold. 

Some years ago, the Soviet Union was 
In dire need of foreign excaange. It 
shipped substantial quantittes of gold bars 
to London, where they were acquired at 
the official price by the “gold pool” of 
the Central Banks, which operated at the 
time, The Soviet gold was a welcome 
addition to world monetary reserves. Sud- 
denly the sales of Russian gold stopped, 
however. They have never yet been re- 
sumed. : 

Rumours are current that the Soviets, 
forced by increased military expenditure 
resulting from the occupation of Czecho- 
slovakia, are again in desperate need of 
foreign exchange. They are considering, 
it is rumoured, substantial gold sales 
again. If this should be the case, the 
Russians, bound by no agreement, will 
certainly try to obtain the highest price 
and sell in the free markets. But by 
doing so they will depress the prices in 
Zurich and London because they have to 
sell substantial quantities. 

This is precisely what the Americans 
are looking for. A free market price of 
gold of $40 and above shows the world 
that the American dollar is overvalued by 
about 15 per cent, as officially only $35 
are needed to buy an ounce of gold. A 
lower free market gold price ig what the 
Americans are looking for. 

Although Russian gold sales may be 
more thaa welcome to the U.S. Treasury, 
the above is nevertheless pure speculation. 
The Russians may plan to sell gold; 
they may not. Nobody knows. 

For the tlme being the battle for the 
future of gold will be fought in the 
conference rooms of the International 
Monetary Fund. The decisive influence 
of the conference room on the world 
gold price was demonstrated recently

a year has it been for Ssrael’s 


agriculture? DAVID KRIVINE speaks to DAVID ARIEL, head 
of the Cereal ‘Crops Division in the Agriculture Ministry. 


Cereal crops improved 
despite the drought 


ὙΠ ΔΤ kind of year was it? We must 
seek the answer ity those crops which 


. depend upon the wemther, Le, baal or 


dryland crops — vheat, for example. 
Mr. Ariel's verdict is, not a good year. 
Raing fell at the beginning of the winter, 
but they stopped in unid-February. In Ap- 
Til it rained again, but too late, One- 
tenth of ali the whter crop areas were 
declared drought zomes and became eli- 
gible for compensation. 

Israel consumes 2020,000 tons of wheat 
per annum. In 1967 we grew a record 
220,000 tons, Mr. Ariel says. This year's 
yield was only. 165,000 tons — an aver- 
age of 185 kgs. a dunam, as against 
250 kgs. in the previous harvest: a de- 
cline of 25 per cent. Good rains save 
dollars: the More we στον, the less νὰ 
import. Wheat purchased abroad (now 
that we have to pay for U.S. surplus 
sales) costs $90 to $100 a ton delivered 
in Haifa. Our farmers get 1.310 a ton. 
or $88. “The breesd subsidies go to the 
millers and bakery not to the farmers,” 
he points out. 

The long-term ‘plan is to decrease de- 
pendence on the weatherman, by irrigat- 
ing more. The trouble is the lack (and 
therefore the cost} of piped water. A five- 
year plan aims to stabilize output, by 
extending auxiliary irrigation. It will then 
be possible to :supply 80 per cent of 
Israel's wheat corssumption (1.6,, 30,000 or 
40,000 tons more. than in the peak year 
1967) on 100,000 dunams less cultivated 
land. 

Mr. Ariel stresses the technical pro- 
gress already achieved. Had last win- 
ter’g weather ccmditions occurred ten or 
15 years ago, we should have lost most 
of the wheat. Thanks to good spoil treat- 
ment, the increased use of fertilizers 
(which accelerated growth during the 
period when rafin was available) careful 
choice of when ‘to sow, systematic weed- 
ing (80 per qent of the areas were 
sprayed) and the watering of 55,000 du- 
nams, or about one-tenth {some of it 
“emergency ation” when the rains 
stopped) ~- optimal yield was secured.

damage by the onset of early rains. Har- 
vestine has started aud promises well, 
though some of the femily farms in the 
Negev will suffer because they were faced 
with shortages of irrigation water. To- 
bacco was helped, not hindered by the 
heavy ralns in spring, which moistened 
the soll.

Compensation against drought damage 
is one of the planning operations that 
help make Israel's agriculture more efft- 
cient even than in many advanced coun- 
tries of the West. The farmer is not 
fully paid off: he loses something if the 
raips do not fall, which makes him a 
careful student of cost-benefit ratios when 
deciding where to locate his crops. In 
the first place. compensation is based not 
on market price, but on production costs. 
Secondly, he does not even receive all 
those expenses back from the Govern- 
ment, There is a “drought lime’ on the 
map. North of that line the compen- 
sation is 70 per cent of loss, south of 
it 90 cent. Mr. Ariel explains: 
drought is More common in the south, 
less in the north. Average losses are 
therefore higher in the south. 

In the Negev no compensation at all is 
paid, because “you have a drought one. 
year in two,” he says. “People plant 
at their own risk." Settlements do have 
dryland cultivation in the Negev, but in 
all cases it is only part of their farming 
programme. Most of their terrain is irri- 
gated, or situated outside the Negev. Chief 
victims are the Beduin, who traditionally 
till as much as 300,000 dunams without 
irrigation. “They had a bad year this 
time,” according to Mr. Ariel — which 
explains the Government's continuous at- 
tempts to settle the Beduin in proper 
farming zones. 

For Israeli farmers, the year 5728 can- 
not be chalked up as 2 bad year. "“Me- 
dium” would be a better word, and even 
that allows for the farmer's Known ten- 
dency to pessimism. Drought compensa- 
tion will come to between Hul.m. and 
TL2m., confined to the Southern Zone 
and to the Beisan Valley — where drought 
was almost total in non-irrigated wheat- 
fields. This compares with compensation 
payments of DuiSm, two yeara ago.

Israeli judges open Conference 


The second conference of Israel's judges 
Opened yesterday. in Jerusalem with an ad- 
dress by the President of the Supreme Court 
on the subject “Twenty Ycars of the 
Supreme Court”. The conference, which 
was convened at Canada Hall at the Heb- 
rew University, is also to consider the 
Israel Criminal Law in Israel. The opening 
was attended by almost all Israeli judges, 
former Justice Minister S. Rosen, former 
Supreme Court President Dr. I, Olshan 
and University President Avraham Har- 
man. 

Chairman of the Preparatory Committee, 
Supreme Court Justice Haim Cohn, said 
that the judges would devote their de- 
liberations to improving judicial procedures 
in Israel. He hoped that the Knesset would 
soon enact 8, Judges Law, although he 
pointed out that Ministers of Justice had 
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avoided limiting the scope of judzes. How- 
ever it was important that the legal and 
administrative arms of government should 
be separate in theory as well asin practice, 
Justice Coho said. 

In his address, Supreme Court President 
Justice Shimon Agranat reviewed the work 
of the court, and pointed out that, al- 
though hased on the British model, its 
judgments took into consideration the 
faet of the Jewish state with its variegated

Hed wa not known otherwise, we 
might have thought the programme had 
been made in Tel Aviv. The thres inter- 
viewers — Shabtei Tevet, Zvi Gil and 
Haim Yavin — sat on chairs in a row, 
rather Uke schoolboys in the master's 
study. One saw little of the interviewers. 
Sometimes the camera focused on the 
one who was asking a question — some- 
times it didn't. 

Unimaginative camerawork was the 
Sreatest flaw. Most of the time, B-G

We never opce saw the Ben-Gurion 
head from {ts familiar back view. This 
should have been an obvious alternate 
angle. It would have provided a way to

Shots of Sde Boker members working in 
the kibbutz might have been ἃ goad hack- 
ground to some of B-G's remarks about 
Jewish labour. 

In general, the three-man interview 
technique leaves something to be desired.

i her Arabic Television news magazine, 
δῇ Jong last, has found the proper 
‘proportion and priorities for general Is- 
ra¢li and Israeli Arab news. The most re- 
cent magazine opened with Foreign Minis- 
ter Abba Eban and some other Israell 
news items, followed by an account of 
Minister Moshe Dayan's 
visit to Hebron. Then there was an ex- 
cetlent short film on the integration of 
the Negev Beduin into Dimona’s tudustry. 
Only then—in its proper place--was for- 
elgn news presented. 

The Dimona report was particularly in- 
teresting. Contrast was used effectively. 
‘The presentation of a Beduin tent with a 
girl learning to spin yarn on an old fash- 
foned spindle preceded 2 ‘glimpse of the 
modern spinning machines at the modern 
Dimona plant. We saw Samt the Beduin 
giving an Mlustrated iecture—in fluent Heb- 
:rew—to a class of new Jewish and Beduin 
workers employed at the plant. When work- 
ers inside the plant were interviewed, how- 
ever, the sound track was poor and it was 


. difficult to hear the conversation. 


On the other hand, Nezer Novitza's in- 
terview with a Tirah youngster charged 
with terrorist activity was dull. The ques- 
ons were routine, and the finished pro- 
duct added nothing to our knowledge. All 
this points σὰς that the Arabic television 
programme still needs to find a fluent, and 
professional, interviewer. Just anyone wha 
speaks Arabic shovidn’t be employed in 


this capacity. 


The two-announcer policy, which has 
Said Kassem and Miss Majdah Stewart 
presenting alternating sections of the pro- 
gramme, seems more effective than the 
single-announcer system used by the “Ma- 
bat” Hebrew news magazine. Miss Stewart's 
new, more moderate hairstyle is more be- 
coming than the towering creation she for- 
merly affected.

10 years jail 
for P.L.O. spy

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23 STILL IN HOSPITAL

Twenty-three of the 46 persons hurt in 
the Hebron grenade throwing were still 
in Jerusalem hospitals last night. Their 
lives are not in danger, hospital spokes- 
men said. The remainder were released 
after first ahh 

The 20 wounded remaining at Hadas- 
sah were: 

Esther Cohen, 32, a tourist from Pana- 
ma, three members of the Peretz family 
of Jerusalem: Miriam Peretz, 25, Anat, 5, 
and Oded, 3; Malka Cohen, 59, of Jerusa- 
Iem; Joseph Buchner, 55, of Acre; Siml 
Wasserman, 43, Pauline Wasserman, 36, 
and Bella Wasserman, 13, of Acre; Shai 
Avivi, 412, of Acre; three children of the 
Levy family in Jerusalem, Yitzhak, 5, 
Michal, 7, and Avraham, 11; Dina Galin, 
42, of Kiryat Bialtk; Ruhama and Leah 
Mashazuada, of Jerusalem; Aharon Far- 
kash, 46, and Ruth Farkash, 13, of Acre; 
Rahel Aruaz, 15, of Ohel Moshe, and Betty 
Reuven, 22, of Bnal Brak. 

Twelve of these 20 were described as 
having “serious injurles” but the iden- 
tities of only three could be ascertained 
by late last night: they included Esther 
Cohen, Bella Wasserman, 13, and Ruhama 
Mashazuada, 

The three persons remaining at Sha- 
‘arel Zedek Hospital were: Mas'ud Ben 
Hamu, 52, and his wife Zohara, 42, of 
Mevaseret Yerushalyim village, near Jeru- 
salem, and Moshe Aroatz, 42, of Ohel 
Moshe. All three have splinters in their legs. 

An organized group from Acre ac- 
counted for 21 of the 39 wounded brought 
to Hadassah. They were part of a busload 
of 43, including children, on a2 two-day 
Egged tour sponsored by the adminiatra- 
tive staff of the Naval Officers’ School in 
Acre. Today they were to have continued 
on to Masada and Ein Gedi 

The Egged guide, Shushi Yehezkel, 30, 
of Haifa, said: “We were two or three 
steps from the entrance when I heard a 
report and then an explosion. There was 
a large crowd on the staircase because the 
Machpelah had just been opened to Jewish 
visitors. Some people rushed forward into 
the cave, others ran down to the exit. 
Others, the wounded, were lying on the 
steps. With a friend's help I got them 
down. Ambulances and Border Police Jeeps 
took us to the Military Government head- 
quarters where first ald was given. It was 
only when we got there that I saw I was 
wounded myself. I have three splinters in 
my leg. From there the wounded were 
fiown by helicopter or taken by ambu- 
lance.” 

Mr. and Mrs. Avivi, of Acre, both of 
whom were slightly wounded, smiled in 
relief when they learned that their son 
Shai 413. had successfully undergone sur- 
gery to have splinters removed from his 
puaomen: An older son, Amir, 8, was un- 
urt.
